_ nd every one ſends them what they can ſpare - of 
vieaals, and ſkins to repoſe on. When the ſtran- 
gers are refreſhed, pipes and tobacco are brought; 
And then, but not before, converſation begins, 
with enquiries who they are, whether bound, 
hat news, &c. and it uſually ends with offers of 
ſervice; if the ſtrangers have occaſion for guides,

Con 
ſtant meditation and diſcourſe on theſe ſubjects 
kept their minds gloomy and diſcontented ; and 
like the children of Iſrael, there were many diſ- 
ſed to return to that Egypt which perſecution 
ad induced them to abandon,  Atjlength, when 
it was ay ten in the aſſembly to proclaim anoth- 
er faſt, a farmer of plain ſenſe roſe, and remark 
that the inconveniencies they ſuffered, and con- 
cerning which they had ſo often wearied heaven 
with their complaints, were not ſo great as they 
might have expeRed, and were diminiſhing every 
day as the colony ſtrengthened ; that the earth be» 
n to reward their labour, and to furniſh liberally 
or their ſubſiſtence; that the ſeas and rivers 
were found full of fiſh, the air ſweet, and the cli- 
mate healthy; and above all, that they were there 
in the full enjoyment of liberty, civil and reli- 
gious: he therefore ht, that refleQing and 
converſing on theſe ſubjetts would be more com- 
fortable, as tending more to make them contented 
with their fituation ; and that it would be more 
becoming the gratitude they owed to the Divine 
Being, if inſtead of a'faſt, they ſhould proclaim» 
a thankſgiving. His advice was taken, and from

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way of any profitable trade, and with whom mo- 
ney is ſcarce, becauſe they have nothing to give in 
exchange for it; and it is always in the power of 
a {mall number to make a great clamour, But let us 
take a cool view of the general ſtate of our affairs, 
and perhaps the proſpect will appear leſs gloomy 
than has been imagined. e 
The great bufineſs of the continent is agricul- 
ture. For one artiſan, or merchant, I 3 we 
have at leaſt one hundred farmers, and by far the 
l part cultivators of their own fertile lands, 
rom whence many. of them draw not ouly food 
neceſſary for their ſubſiſtence, but the materials of 
their clothing, ſo as to need very few foreign ſup» 
plies; while they have a ſurplus of productions 
to.diſpoſe of, whereby wealth is gradually accu- 
mulated. Such has been the goodneſs of Divine 
Providence to theſe regions, and ſo favourable the 


climate, that, {ince the three or four years of hard- 


ſhip. in the firſt ſettlement of our fathers here, a 
famine or ſcarcity has never been heard of amongſt, 
us; on the contrary, though ſome years may have. 
been more, and others leſs plentiful, there has al- 
ways been proviſion enough for ourſelves, and a 
quantity to ſpare for exportation. And although” 
the crops of laſt year were generally good, never 
was the farmer better 8 for the part he can 
ſpare commerce, as the publiſhed price currents 
abundantly teſtify, The lands he poſſeſſes are 
alſo. continually riſing in value with the increaſe 
of lation; and on the whole, he is enabled to 
| am cb good wages to thoſe who work for him, 

_ that all who are acquainted with the old world 
| ſt agree, that in no part of it are the lahouring. 
Poor ſo generally well fed, well clothed, well lodg- 
ed, and well paid, as in the United States of Ame- 

ic. 


If we enter the cities, we find that, ſince the re- 
| volution, the owners of houſes and lots of ground 
have had their intereſt vaſtly augmented in value; 
rents baveriſen to an aſtoniſhing height, and thence 
encouragement to increaſe building, which gives 
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employment to an abundance of workmen, as does 
_ alſo the increaſed. luxury and ſplendor of living 
of the inhabitants thus made ric Theſe 
workmen all demand and obtain much higher wa- 
ges than any other part of the world could afford 
them and are paid in ready el. This rank of 
people therefore do not, or ought not, to complai 
of hard times; and they make a very conſiderab 
part of the city inhabitants. 4 
At the diſtance I live from our American filke- 
ries, 1 cannot ſpeak of them with any degree pf 
_ certainty-; but I have not heard that the labour of 
the valuable race of men employed in them 18 
. worſe paid, or that they meet with leſs ſucceſs, 
than before the revolution. The whale-men in- | 
deed have been deprived of one market for their 
oil, but another, 1 hear, is opening for them, 
which it is hoped may be equally advantageops ; 
and the demand is conſtantly increafing for their 
ſpermaceti candles, which there bear a much high- 
er price than formerly. F as 
here remain the merchants and ſhop-kee | 
Of theſe, though they make but a ſmall part of the 
whole nation, the number is confiderable, to 
reat indeed for the buſineſs th-yare employed in; 
or the conſumption of goods in every country has 
its limits; the faculties of the people that is, their 
ability to buy and pay, is equal only to a certam 
quantity of merchandize. If merchants calculate 
amiſs on. this proportion, and import too much, 
they will of courſe find the ſale dull for the over- 
plus, and ſome of them will ſay that ae 
es. They ſhould, and doubtleſs will, grow wiſer by 
experience, and import leſs, If too many artih- 
cers in town, and ſarmers from the country, flater- 
ing themſelves with the idea of lenny eaſier lives, 
turn ſhop-keepers, the whole natural quantity of | 
that buſineſs divided among them all, may afford 
too ſmall a ſhare for each, and occaſion: complaints 
that trading is dead; theſe way alſo ſuppoſe that it 
is owing to ſcarcity of money, while in fact, it is 
not ſo much from the fewneſs of buyers, as from 
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the exceflive number of ſellers, that the miſchief 
ariſes ; and, if every ſhopkeeping farmer and me- 
chanic would return to the uſe of his plough and 
working tools, there would remain of widows, and 
_ _ ether women, ſhopkeepers ſufficient for. the buſi- 
ness, which might then afford them a comfortable 
maintenance, | 1588 . 
Whoever has travelled through the various 
- parts of Europe, and obſerved how ſmall is the 
8 of people in affluerice or eaſy circum- 
Nonces there, compared with thoſe in poverty and 
miſery ; the few rich and haughty landlords, the 
multitude of poor, abje ſt, rack-rented, tythe-pay- 
jag tenants, and half-paid and half-ſtarved ragged 
labourers ; and views here the happy mediocrity, 
that fo generally prevails throughout theſe ſtates 
where the cultivator works for himſelf, and ſup- 
ports his family in decent plenty; will, methinks, 
| Tee abundant reaſon to bleſs Divine Providence 
| for the evident and groat difference in our favour, 
nnd be convinced that no nation known to us en- 
Joys a greater ſhare of human felicity, ; 
It is true, that in ſome of the ſtates there are 
parties and diſcords ; but let us look back, and 
aſk if we were ever without them Such Will 
exiſt wherever there is liberty ; and perhaps they 
help to preſerve it. By the collifion of different 
ſentiments, ſparks of truth are ſtruck out, and po- 
litical light is obtained. The different factions, 
which at preſent divide us, aim all at the public 
good; the differences are only about the various 
modes of promoting it. Things, actions, meaſ- 
ure, and objetts of all kinds, preſent themſelves 
to the minds of men in ſucha variety of lights, 
tat it is not poſſible we ſhould all think aljke at 
tte fame time, on every ſubjeQ, when hatdly the 
fame man retains at all times the ſame ideas of it, 
Parties are therefore the common lot of humanity ; 
and ours are by no means more miſchievous or leſs 
beneficial than thoſe of other countries, nations, 
and ages, enjoying in the ſame degree the great 
bleſſing of political liberty, wi nab 
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people, we fhould probably have been ruined ! 
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Some indeed among us are not fo much grieved 
for the preſent ſtate of our affairs, as apprehenfive 
for the future, The growth of luxury alarms 
them, and they think we are from that alone 
in the, trigh road to ruin, They obſerve, that no 
revenue i» ſufficient without economy, and that 
the moſt plentiful income of a whole people from 
the natural productions of their country may be 
diſfipated in vain and needlefs expenſes, and pover- 
ty be introduced in the place of aMuenee, This 
may be poſſible. It however rarely happens: 
for there ſeems to be in every nation a more pro- 
portion of induſtry and frugalfty, which tend to 
enrich, than of idleneſs and prodigality, which o- 
caſion poverty; fo that upon the whole there 18 a 
continual accumulation, Reflect that Spain, Gaul, 
Germany, and Britain were in the time of the RG- 
mans, inhabited by people little richer, than = | 
favages, and conſider the wealth they at preſent 
ofleſs, in numerous well-built cities, improve 
farms, rich moveables, magazines ſtocked with vak- 
uable manufaQures, to fay nothing öf plate, Jewels, 
and coined money ; and all this, notwithſtandin 
their bad, waſteful, plundering governments, an 
their mad deſtruftive wars; and 2 luxury . 
extravagant living has never ſuffered mnpcly 1e. 
ſtraint in thoſe countries. Then conſider 1 
proportion of induſtrious frugal farmers inhabiti 
the interior parts of thefe American ſtates, and of 
whom the body of our nation confilts, 'and judge 
whether it is poſſible that the luxury of our ſea- 
ports can be ſufficient to ruin fuch a country.
